FOR CENTURIES the Holy Land 
hes attracted pilgrims, people 
who come here drawn by the 
holiness of the country, by the 
sacredness of the events whieh 
took place here.

Still others come, also aware of 
the past, but more keenly in- 
terested in the present, fn fe here 
in Tsracl. 

Abbé Gelin, for example, hag 
for several years now organized a 
two-week Biblical study 
programme at the Maison 
d@Abraham in Jerusalem for 
seminarists from various coun- 
tries. Offered in German, French, 
Spanish and Portuguese, the 
course combines a study of the 
history and geography of the Holy 
Land and the situation today, with 
visits to all parts of the country. In 
the past two years, u similar kind 
of Biblical programme has been 
organized by Sister Dominique 
Pichard, for French speuking 
alsters, and this summer St. 
Ann's, in the Old City of 
Jerusalem, has had under its roof 
no less than 30 sisters coming 
from countries of the Middle Enat 
and Europe, as well as from 
Canada and the United States. 

An example of the provisions 
for those who wish to study the life 
of modern Israel is the Israel 
Study Programme organized by 
Sister Rose Ther!ng, who is active 
in Jewish-Christian work in the 
United States. Each year since 
1912, Sister Rose has brought a 
group of Christlnan edueatora to 
Terael. The aim of this ‘'Isracll ex- 
perience" is to introduce the par- 
ticipants not only to the land of the 
Bible but also to the reality of life 
in Israel today. 

A major part of tho programme 
consists of a study of Isracl's 
cultural, politica! and educational 
scence, and there ure visits nol 
only to the usual holy alter, both 
Jewish and Christian, but also toa 
home for the mentally retarded, 
an immigrant absorplion centre, 
the Weizmann Inatitule nnd other 
such sclentific and educational In- 
stitutions. The participants also 
oaslat at a Maga in Hebrew at the 
Slaters of Sion in Bin Kerem and 
St. Isaiah House in Jerusalem, 
thus belng Introduced to the 
Hebrew-speaking Christian com- 
munity.

Tel Dan was a northern frontier 
post from time immemorial, 
Founded in the third millenium 
B.C.E., and originally called 
Laish, it changed its name when it 
was conquered by the tribe of Dan 
In the 12th century B.C... and it 
was when King Jerobonin set up 
the golden calf there, after the 
division of what had been 
Solomon's kingdom into Israel 
and Juden, that it achicved 
prominence and fame. 

Situated as it is — and always 

was — on the main trade and 
military crossroads from the 
Phoenician coast to Damascus 
and from the south to Aleppo in 
Syria, the city was subject to the 
many vicissitudes that befell the 
area, This year a significant dis- 
covery was made during the 
fourth week of work, A scarab of 
Rameses iI was found In a probe 
on the eastern side of the 
mound. Rameses II passed 
through this country in about 1285 
B.C.E. on his way from Egypt to 
battle with the Hittltes at Kadesh 
on the Orontes. He left his statues 
and Inscriptions at Nahr el Kalb, 
north of Beirut. But he must have 
controlled the whole area. The 
fact that his scarab was found at 
Dan may be added proof of his ac- 
tivities, military or commercial, 
in northern Galilee.

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PPEN to have been born in

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FEW PEOPLE will be happier te 
see the summer end than the 
country's dairymen. If you think 
the heat bothers you, imagine be- 
Ing responsible for the freshness 
of a product until a certain printed 
date — no matter what the 
temperature outdoors. 

Fresh milk has carried a last- 
date-of-sale for some time now, 
but it is only since July 31 that the 
law has required a last-sale-day 
on other dairy products, primarily 
the Jeben-cshel-yoghurt class. The 
{nitlative for the new regulation 
came ‘from the Health Ministry's 
Food Supervision Authority. 

While I heartily welcome the 

- new dating syatem, let me expreas 

. & serious reservation: The dates 
are too hard to read. On the baga 
‘of fresh milk, they are printed 
quite clearly. But on most of the 
cultured-milk products, the date 
is embossed in the aluminium-foil 
or plastic lids, and {t is rather lke 
reading Braille. to decipher or 
even find ‘it. On a very few 
products, such as the Strauss 
“Dany Dessert,” there is a plate 
on the lid for a clearly-printed 

- date. This should be the rule, not 
the exception. :

At my old-fashioned cor- 
ner grocer in Tel Aviv, I bought a 
twin-pack ‘Dany Dessert" with a 
date more than two weeks ahead, 
When I tried it at home, I found it 
waa already sour. I took it straight 


back to my grocer, who, 
offered me instead two cups of 
Tenne's Chocolate Dessert (which 
had just come in) and a cash re- 
fund for the price difference. I 
neither know, nor care, whether 
the grocer returned the spoiled 


Dany to Strauss, or simply ab- - 


sorbed the loss himself, 

According to most authorities, 
this is the correct procedure to 
follow'upon finding a soured milk 
product. The single and important 
exception is Tnuva, which js, after 
all, the largest by far of the coun- 
try's dairies, 

Tnuva's official spokesman, 
Mr. Hoffstetter, told me that they 
prefer the consumer to contact 
Tnuva direct, rather than return 
the spoiled product to the grocer. 
He says the firm will send 
someone to the consumer's home 
to pick up the goods and to get 
Getaila of the customer's com- 
plaint. Then, !f the customer is 
blameless, Tnuva will deliver to 
her home a néw container of the 
game product — “and usually a 
little additlon as well,’ Mr, 
Hofstetter told me. :

MENASHE KADISHMAN, one of 
the most travelled and genlally 
experimental Israeli sculptors, 
does not at all subscribe to the 
proposition that Only God Can 
Make a Tree. His group of what he 
calls experiments, currently to be 
seen on and from the Crown Plaza 
of the Israel Museum, are all part- 
ly concerned with the theme of the 
tree; and the tree as a thema, 
They are at once entertaining... 
and thought-provoking. 

The biggest work, which covers 
half the plaza, is an enormous 
kinetic affair that is also an en- 
vironment: one can walk through 
It at any polnt.

JERUSALEM 


ASHER SADEH (Feldman) is αὶ young 
Amerlean neweomer who graduated 
from the Pratt Institute some years 
ago and Is presently an assiatant at the 
Youth Wing of the Isracl Museum. Hia 
palntings now un show at the 
Jerusalem Artists House are, 
however, curiously unprofessional.

THE DRAMA department of Tel 
Aviv University occasionally 
steps out of the confines of 
academe to present its 
achievements to the general 
public and to the jaundiced eyes of 
the critics. Some of those forays In 
the past have been highly 
successful — I recall an ad- 
mirable '‘Waiting for Godot’* un- 
der Edna Shavit's direction — 
some not so. The present evening, 
under the generic title ‘'Play,” 
directed by Shoshana Avigal, who 
also translated the three short 
plays, is a mixed bag. 

The show is subtitled ‘*An even- 
ing of minima! theatre,"" borrow- 
ing a term from the visual arts — 
arather discredited and obsolete 
one in a fleld where freshly 
minted terms seldom outlive a 
season. I am not sure what the 
“minimalism” here refers to (in 
art, it is objects or the simplest 
shapes, the kind to which you and 
I would pay no attention to had 
they not been signed by artists 
and displayed in galleries), and it 
lays those responsible for it open 
to all sorts of unkind inter- 
pretations.

But they can do it 
only in short takes, because the 
spotlight, a crucliy tyrannical 
master, dictates when and for how 
Jong each character is to speak by 
directing the light on a face. A 
face lights up and begins to speak, 
the light goes out and the face falls 
silent, disappears into non- 
existence to be brought back Into 
existence a while later at the 
Bpotlight’s will. 


A MASTER of the stage 
metaphor, Beckett here pulled off 
a coup of tremendous dramatic 
power, The three characters, who 
have no bodies, who exist only 
when the spotlight brings them to 
life for a brief moment, only to 
cruelly plunge them back into 
oblivion, who struggle to tell a 
story so trite and repetitious as to 
be of no significance at all, are a 
parable of human existence, The 
three are condemned to go over 
and over for ever and ever the 
banallty of their lives, their 
ruminations controlled by a 
malicious foree. They revolt 
against the tyranny of the 
spotlight, they try to talk back ta 
it, but the spotlight docsn't listen. 
Do the forces which control our 
lives ever listen? 

Director Shoshana Avigal 
made the three characters — 
played by Stella Avni, Gad Kelnar 
and Shull Lev ~ speak at a rapid, 
staccato pace which preduces the 
desired effect of monotony; Dut, 
the actors’ diction, belng uneven, 
occasionally makes for un- 
intelligibility. I missed many 
words though I sat very close. But 
I found "Play" a compelling ex- 
perience.
